The recent decision of the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior in regard to 
lands located with w hat is known as 
lieu warrants, has impressed the com­ 
munity that all these lands thus loca­ 
ted can now be preempted by actual 
settlers, who will hold the lands by 
paying government price—$2 50 per 
acre. There never was a greater mis­ 
take.

To as­ 
certain if these w arrants are good it 
will be necessary to go to the General 
Land Office at Sacram ento to see if 
the 16th and 36th sections in lieu of 
which these lands were taken, were 
actually occupied at the time Con­ 
gress granted the 
16th 
and 
36th 
sections 
to 
the State for school 
purposes. 
And if they were claimed 
by 
Mexican 
grants, 
to 
see 
if 
the final survey of these grants have 
been 
made. 
If they 
were settled 
or if the final survey of the Mexican 
grants was made, then these lieu 
warrants will hold the land upon 
which they were filed. 
We mention 
these facts that men may not lose 
their time and money. None but men 
who are accuSfSmed to look into the 
mast intricate subjects can determine 
these questions, and they canuot do it 
without ttthe and expense. 
Very few 
people succeed who are in the habit of 
going off half-cscked. 
Quite a num ­ 
ber have filed on lands to-day, and 
will go to the expense of settling on 
lands from which they will have to 


get up and get, at the command of the 
Sheriff, in a few months. 
Better 
know you are right then go ahead. 
Personally we would be glad if all 
those large tracts of land now owned 
by speculators were in the hands of 
actual settlers. 
B ut we are sorry to 
see men throw aw ay their time for 
naught.

The Express Finds Something. 


W e may say it without prejudice or 
partiality th at the tax-payers of Los 
Angeles are not too favorably im ­ 
pressed with the executive ability of 
the Common Council. This opinion 
is not so much due to a want of confi­ 
dence iu the present Council as to the 
lessons of experience learned from the 
proceedings of former Councils. The 
city’s work generally costs from three 
to ten times as much as, for like work, 
is paid by private parties. It is high 
tim e this custom of bleeding the Cor­ 
poration was put an end to. The city 
pays cash and her work should be well 
and cheaply done as if for private par­ 
ties and the people are determined 
th at a reform shall he inaugurated 
which shall give the city better ser­ 
vice for less money. The city charter 
was found to be defective and the de­ 
fects so far as discovered have been 
removed. 
I t was believed that tlie 
city’s improvements could be m an ­ 
aged to better advantage and the 
funds more economically disbursed 
by a Board of Public Works consisting 
of three persons, than if left in the 
bauds of a dozen. 
Aud as the people 
were not willing the Council should 
disburse their money, so they were 
not willing that body should appoint 
the members of the Board of Public 
Works. The law now provides that 
the Governor shall appoint the m em ­ 
bers of the Board until the next m u­ 
nicipal election when the office will 
be filled by the people. This is all 
there is about it. The m atter has been 
publicly discussed on the streets for 
weeks, but it seems the Express was 
not consulted and hence its “Revolu­ 
tionary Measure” article of Tues­ 
day.

A num ber of Chinamen, friends of 
Chin Mook Low, the Chinese m urder­ 
er on trial in the 15th District Court, 
last night went to a house on St. Louis 
Alley, where some witnesses who had 
testified against Mook Low, were re­ 
siding and commenced an attack up­ 
on them. 
A 
general fight ensued 
which was quelled by the police and a 
number 
of parties 
were 
arrested 
for assault and battery. 
The Chi­ 
namen 
have got the idea in their 
heads that they will be attacked to­ 
night, notwithstanding the Mayor’s 
proclamation and are congregating in 
their caravansaries on Dupont street, 
which they are barricading. The pro­ 
clamations are in Chinese. 
There is 
one posted up in that quarter and 
messengers are hastening through the 
city warning the scattered Celestials 
to arm themselves. 
A t old Globe 
hotel where a couple thousand con- 
congregate arms are being distributed 
aud the Chinamen say a rough tim e 
awaits the aggressors. 
Muck Sow, the Cliiuaman ou trial 
in the 15th District Court for murder, 
proves to be the same one who m ur­ 
dered another Celestial named All 
Ling in the Redwood City jail in 1865, 
and who afterwards escaped while 
awaiting hanging for the murder. 
The meeting to-night was by far the 
largest ever held in San Francisco. 
Union H all, the largest in the city, 
with a capacity of 6,000 is packed and 
the street outside is crowded from one 
end of the block to the other. 
There 
are between 25,000and 30,000 people in 
attendance. The speakers are all of 
moderate views and counsel lawful 
measures iu endeavoring to get rid of 
the Chinese. No disturbance is a n ti­ 
cipated, though Chinatown is sur­ 
rounded by a cordon of policemen. No 
trouble is now anticipated. No C hina­ 
men are seen ou the streets, and China­ 
town is dark and apparently deserted, 
all having kept withindoors, owing to 
advice of the Mayor aud military a u ­ 
thorities. 
The case of the United States against 
E. T.Tarbox and Lucieu Curtis, of the 
Los Angeles distillery, began in the 
Circuit Court this morning. One wit­ 
ness was examined, May hew, Collec­ 
tor of Internal Revenue of the first 
district. H is testimony related mainly 
to his discovery of the underground 
cisterns and pipes. 
O’Leary, at 6 o’clock this evening 
had walked 24Q miles, aud with the 
exception of sunken eyes, appeared as 
fresh as when he started.

S e n a t e . — A num ber of private 
claim bills were reported adversely 
from the Committee on Claims. 
Mr, Edmuunds called attention to 


the third rule on this m atter of im ­ 
peachment, which provides for adm in­ 
istering an oath to Senators before 
proceeding to the trial, by the Presi­ 
dent of the Senate. 
The committee proceeding to the 
charge of impeachment, discovered 
that there was no provision of law au ­ 
thorizing the President pro tem. to 
adm inister such oath. 
H e therefore 
moved that the rule in this m atter be 
suspended for the present. To make 
the oath lawful it must he adm inis­ 
tered by some person empowered by 
tiie law. 
The law only empowers the 
President of the Senate to adm inister 
to Senators when they first present 
themselves to be sworn in.
